THREE EUROPEANS CHARGED. 

Charles Smith, Erik Hogman and William

He stated that the defendants hired a sampan 
at Bunk Wharf on the night of the 27th ultimo. 
The occupants were a woman, a boy, a girl aged 
13, and two small children, Soon after getting 
out into the harbour, the defendants are alleged 
to have thrown the boy, tha womun, and tho 
smallest child overboard, The toy was'able 
to awim, and was saved. The women 
and child were both drowned and. the bodies 
picked’ op two ,doys afterwards ‘and 
jdentified. The boat with the three defendants, 
a girlof 13, ond another amall child, eventually 
wade their way toa place in Lautav Ipland 
where the three defendants Janded wud went 
away. The children afterwards got out of the
